The Almagest, the official newspaper of 
LSU-S, provides information for students 
and faculty and serves as a laboratory 
where journalism students gain practical 
experience in the production of a profes- 
sional newspaper. The Almagest supplies 
timely news, editorials, features, surveys, 
commentaries, entertainment and photo 
coverage relating to university and commu- 
nity activities. Most articles are written by 
staff members but we also encourage stu- 
dent and faculty contributions. 

Many changes in Almagest format, style 
and news coverage have progressed during 
the past 11 years. Instead of a four-page 
tabloid printed on glossy paper we now 
present the university with an 8 to 12 page 
newsprint every Friday, excluding holidays 
and final exams. 

Staff members are involved in nearly all 
phases of putting a newspaper together. 
Almost all photographs, copy and cartoon- 
ing are done by staff members. We write, 
edit, lay-out. proof and paste-up copy. 
Advertising has doubled since 1974 and cir- 
culation has risen to 2500. Staff photogra- 
phers are responsible for taking, developing 
and printing pictures. 

The Almagest enjoys a large degree of 
freedom in deciding what is to be printed in 
the newspaper and has experienced no prob- 
lems with censorship. Responsibility for 
content lies with the editor and copy is not 
submitted to the faculty advisor for 
approval prior to publication. 

The Almagest has been presented with a 
first class rating from the Associate Collegi- 
ate Press consecutively for the past two 
years and we plan to work very hard to con- 
tinue our tradition.
